Prof. Burrill of the University of 
Illinois, tells in the Breeders’ Gazette 
the cause of so many rotten ears of 
corn found in the field at husking 
time. He says: Commonly such ears 
have the husks closely wrapped about 
the corn and fastened tog etheff by a 
cob-webby g rowth of a white or pink­ 
ish fung us substance. These affected 
ears more often stand up instead of 
turning down. The malady seems due 
to a particular species of fung us par­ 
asite included under the g enus Fus- 
arium. Undoubtedly the fung us often 
lives over in the fields and probably 
is found more freq uently where corn 
has been successively raised during

The true scientist tak« » s his reader’s 
lack o f do gm atism fo r granted, and 
th a t is w hy he is so rarely understood. 
Mr. B utterfield seem ed bew ildered by 
th e skeptic’s array of facts and to be 
vainly seeking for some higher scien­ 
tific autho rity w hich would co ntradict 
his enem y. 
Such a struggle is futile 
and tends more stro ngly th an anything 
else to thro w the m ind into a condition 
of m iserable and hopeless doubt. W ith 
inexpressible pain I !>eheld the begin­ 
ning o f the ruin o f this good old m an’s 
faith and peace, and by 11 o’clock of 
th a t evening I w as upon the po int of 
thro w ing K erw ln o ut o f the window. 
A fter the banker had gone Mr. B ut­ 
terfield tried to co ntinue the discussion 
w ith me; but, finding th a t I agreed 
w ith him too well, he desisted.

grow in know ledge by a process of dis- 
tressing doubt. So, oven if K erw ln had 
been alto gether in th e right, she would 
have feared him little less. W hat, then, 
wouhl have bemi her sentim ents to w ard 
him com ing as the apo stle o f the d rea r­ 
iest falsehood which ever entered the 
wo rld? 
1 learned th a t K erw in had been a 
regular m em ber of Mr. B utterfield’s 
church fo r thirty years and that his 
skepticism w as one o f those open se­ 
crets which are to be found in every 


The Rev. Mr. Butterfield w as answ er­ 
ing K erw in w ith infinite delicacy, w ith­ 
out the faintest personal reference or 
reco gnizable quotation, yet all present 
understo o d. 
They knew also iu w hat 
way the tw o m en who fo r years had 
held aloof had a t last been bro ught to­ 
gether. It looked like fate. O therw ise 
Mr. B utterfield m ight soon have passed 
to his rew ard aud never have do ne this 
w o rk which w as his to do in that co m ­ 
m unity. H e had needed perso nal expe­ 
rience o f K erw in’s method of attack, 
the perso nal pain of finding no answ er, 
the jo y of final perception th a t all tho se 
argum ents are really beside the Issue 
aud th a t realities of spiritual things 
canno t be attacked by testim o ny of 
tho se who have not seen them because 
they have studio usly looked the o ther 
way. 
It was tbe abso lute end o f K erw ln's 
reputatio n as a “spiritual adviser” In 
th a t to w n, and everybody felt it to be 
so. B ut the strangest p a rt o f It w as 
th a t K erw ln took the th rust so well. 
H e positively enjoyed it. 
“T h e 
venerable villain!” 
said 
he. 
m eeting m e a fte r the service. “H e has 
underm ined m y faith. And a t my age 
too! I t’s a rascally piece o f business.” 
D o ubtless he felt his d efeat keenly 
enough, though he made a je« t o f It In 
such term s. Indeed, to tho se who knew 
th e m an it w as a m easure o f his cha­ 
grin th a t he should labor so co nscien­ 
tio usly th ereafter to safeguard and in­ 
crease Mr. Butterfield’s sm all fo rtune. 
It becam e a passion with him, and his 
success w as the wonder o f all Denby.

terrible spectacle.

but the wind as it swept o ver the burn­ 
ing city and down upon us was like 
the breath of a demon. 
At tim es It 
*,vas Im possible for us to rem ain 
on 
aeek. 
The w ater of the bay becam e 
heated. 
The terrific co ncussio ns 
of 
dynam ite and the firing of artillery 
alo ng the w ate r fro nt by the soldiery 
in their attem p ts to sto p the flames 
bro ught hundreds of fish to the surface. 
O ur clearance paj>ers w ere burned, but 
we could not retain our ancho rage, and 
late T hursday ar'teruoou we started 
to w ard the open sea. 
“ W harfs alo ng the w ater fro nt which 
had no t been consum ed w ere filled w ith 
people. They beckoned to us th a t they 
needed assistance 
We co uld see them 
ho lding up their hands In the attitud e 
o f prayer. 
It w as the tho ught of self 
preservatio n fo r us all tb a t kept the 
Ita url’s course 
unchanged.

passed through the Golden G ate the 
hills on each side w ere m o untains o t 
flame.

which had been depo sited in the co urt 
of exchequer, Loudon, in .the tim e 
of 
Queen Elizabeth. 
Iu tho se days 
all 
m easures 
intended 
fo r 
general 
us# 
were taken to the co urt o f exchequer 
to be exam ined by the pro per officer. 
T h at official took the pro po sed m eas­ 
ure and placed It parallel w ith the 
stand ard and If found co rrect placed 
certain m arks of identificatio n upon 
It 
By an act of parliam ent in 1824 the 
old Elizabethan stand ard w as super, 
seded by ano ther, which had been co n­ 
structed under the directio ns of the 
Royal society sixty-fo ur years previ­ 
ous. 
This 
act 
pro vided 
that 
“the 
straigh t line of distance between the 
centers of tw o po ints in the gold studs 
In the brass rod now in the custo dy of 
the clerk of » he nouse of commons 
shall Ik» the genuine stand ard of the 
yard m easure iu G reat B ritain.” 
The 
act further provided th a t the m easure­ 
m ents of the rod m ust be m ade w hen 
the tem perature of the b rass w as a t 62 
degrees F. 
T he standard w as destro yed by fire 
in 1834, and the com m ission appo inted 
to replace It m ade tin* yard m easure 
now in use 
The new stand ard w as de­ 
po sited in the house of parliam ent In 
1835, and authenticated copies o f 
It 
are iu the possession o f o ur govern* 
tuent officials at W ashingto n.

• In order to secure satisfactory in­ 
formation as to the condition of the 
public roads in all parts of the state, 
and at all seasons of the y ear, the 
State 
Highway 
Commission 
has 
sought the co-operation of the Post- 
office Department as one of the best 
meaus to collect this information. 
In response to a request from Mr. 
A. N. Johnson, state 
highway en­ 
gineer, the fourth assistant postmas­ 
ter general sent, a letter to all the 
postmasters in the state, ask ing them 
to give all information at hand as 
to the condition of the rural free de­ 
livery routes. 
The Postoffice De­ 
partm ent also furnished the 
state 
highway commission with a list of 
all the rural free delivery carriers in 
Illinois, of .which there are upwards 
of 2 ,8 00. 
Within a few day s a circular letter 
and blank will be sent to each of the 
carriers, ask ing questions concerning 
the condition of the roads which they 
travel. 
Inasmuch as the carriers have to 
travel their roads once a day and in 
some cases more than once a 
day . 
every day in the y ear, they become 
familiar with every rut and had place 
as well as the good places upon their 
road. 
They , better than any one else, 
k now the practical difficulties of the 
road and have the best opportunity 
to observe closely and intelligently 
road conditions in all seasons of the 
y ear. 
It is believed that the information 
thus collected by the state highway 
commission, covering as it will such 
close observation on about two-thirds 
of the total mileage of the state, .will 
prove a valuable aid in suggesting 
the proper methods of improving con­ 
dition of the roads in any particular 
locality . 
The advice of the com­ 
missioner will thus be based on a 
wide and accurate k nowledge of ac­ 
tual conditions. 
The method adopted by the state 
highway commission to secure this 
information is of special interest, as 
it is believed that this is the first 
time when so complete and extensive 
a canvass of the road conditions of 
any state has been made in so thor­ 
ough and at the same time in so prac­ 
tical and inexpensive a manner, and 
it shows, moreover, the live interest 
tak en by the Postofflce Department 
in road improvement.

The old San Francisco la dead. The 
gapeet lightest hearted, most pleasure 
loving 
city of this continent and In 
many way s the most interesting and 
romantic is a 
horde of huddled refu- j 
gees living among ruins, « ay s the New 
York Sun. It has already started to re­ 
build, but those who have known that 
peculiar city b y the Golden Gate and 
have caught 
Its flavor of the Arabian 
Nights feel that It can never b e the 
same. It Is as though a pretty, 
frivo­ 
lous woman had passed through a 
great tragedy . She survives, but she Is 
sobered and Indifferent. When It rises 
out of the ashes it must be a modem 
city , much like other cities and with­ 
out Its old flavor. 
The city lay on a series of hills and { 
the lowlands between. These hills are 
really the end of the coast range of ; 
mountains which lie b etween the inte- | 
rior valley s and tha ocean to the south. , 
To Its rear was the ocean, b ut the ‘ 
greater part of the town fronted ou 
two sides ou San Francisco b ay, a 
body of water always tinged with gold 
from the great washings of the moun­ 
tain, usually overhung with a haze and 
of magnificent color changes. Across 
the bay to the north lies Mount Tamal- 
pals, ab out 3,000 feet high and so close 
that ferries from the water front took j 
one In less than half an hour to the lit­ 
tle towns of Sausallto and Belvldere, 
at its foot. 
Peculiar Yet Delightful Climate. 
The climate of California is peculiar; 
It is hard to give an impression 
of it. 
In the first place all the forces of na­ 
ture work on laws of their own in that 
part of California. There is no thunder 
or iightniug; th^re Is no snow ex cept a 
flurry once in five or six years; there 
are perhaps half a dozen nights 
in the 
winter whea the thermometer drops 
low enough so that there is a little film 
of lee on ex posed water in the morn­ 
ing. Neither Is there any hot 
weather. 
Yet most easterners rex nainipg in San 
Francisco for a few days rememb er ; 
that they were always chilly. 
For the Gate Is a b ig funnel, draw­ 
ing in the winds and the mists which 
cool off the great, hot interior valleys 
of the San Joaquin and Sacramento. » 
So the west wind b lows steadily ten 
months of the year, and almost all the 
mornings are foggy. 
This keeps the 
temperature steady at ab out 55 de 
grees-a little cool for comfort of an 
unaeclimated 
person, 
especially 
in­ 
doors. Californians, used to It, hardly 
ever think of making fires in their 
houses ex cept in the few ex ceptional 
days of the winter season, and then 
they rely mainly upon fireplaces. This 
is like the custom of the Venetians 
and the Florentines. 
But give an easterner six months of 
it, and he, toe» , learns to ex ist with­ 
out a chill in a steady temperature a 
little lower than that to which he is 
accustomed at home. 
After that one 
goes ab out with perfect indifference to 
the temperature. Bummer and winter 
San Francisco women wear light tailor 
made clothes, and men wear the same 
fall weight suits all the year around. 
Picturesque Entrance to City . 
One usually entered the city b y way 
of San Francisco b ay. 
Across its yel­ 
low flood, covered with the fleets from 
the strange seas of the Pacific, San 
Francisco presented Itself in a hill 
panorama. 
Prob ab ly no other city of 
the world could b e so viewed and in­ 
spected at first sight. 
It rose ab ove 
the passenger as he reached dockage 
In a succession of hill terraces. 
At one side w*as Telegraph hill, the 
end of the penln3ula, a height so ab rupt 
that It had a 200 foot sheer cliff on 
Its seaward frontage. 
Farther along 
lay Nob hill, crowned with the Mark 
Hopkins mansion, which had the effect 
of a citadel, and in later years b y the 
great, white Fairmount. Farther along 
was Russian hill, the highest point. 
Below was the b usiness district, whose 
low site caused all the troub le. 
Ex cept for the modem b uildings, the 
fruit of the last ten years, the town 
presented at first sight a disreputab le 
appearance. 
Most of the b uildings 
were low ami of wood. 
In the middle 
period of the seventies, when a great 
part of San Francisco was b uilding, 
there was some atrocious architecture 
perpetrated. 
In that time, too, every 
one put 1 'v windows on his house to 
catch all 
the morning sunlight that 
was coming through the fog. and those 
little houses, with b ow windows and 
fancy work all down their fronts, were 
characteristic of the middle class resi­ 
dence district. Then the Italians, who 
tumb led over Telegraph hill, had b uilt 
as they listed and with little regard 
for streets, and their houses hung 
craeily on a side hill which was little 
lesg than a precipice. 
For the most 
part the Chinese, although they occu­ 
pied an ab andoned b usiness district, 
had remade the houses Chinese fash­ 
ion. and the Mex icans and Spaniards 


had added 
to their houses those 
little 
b alconies without which life is not life 
to a Spaniard. 
Yet the most characteristic thing 
after all was the coloring, for the sea 
fog b ad a trick of painting every ex ­ 
posed ob ject a sea gray which had a 
tinge of dull green In It. This, under 
the leaden sky of a San Francisco morn­ 
ing, had a depressing effect on first 
sljrht and afterward l>ecame a delierht 
to the eye, for the color was soft gen­ 
tle and infinitely attractive in mass. 
Green Gray Tinge. 
The hills are steep b eyond concep­ 
tion. 
Where Vallejo street ran up 
Russian hill it progressed for four 
b locks b y regular steps like a flight of 
stairs. 
With 
these hills, 
with 
the 
strangeness of the architecture and 
with the green gray tinge over every­ 
thing. the city fell alw’ays into vistas 
and pictures, a setting for the romance 
which hung over everything, which has 
always hung over life in San Francis­ 
co since the padres came and gathered 
the Indians ab out Mission Dolores. 
And it was a city of romance and a 
gateway to adventure. 
It opened out 
on the mysterious Pacific, the untamed 
ocean, and most of China, Japan, the 
south sea Islands, Lower California, 
the west coast of Central America, 
Australia that came to the United 
States passed In through the Golden 
Gate. There was a sprinkling, too, of 
Alaska and Sli>eria. From his windows 
on Russian hill one saw always some­ 
thing strange and suggestive creeping 
through the mists of the b ay. It would 
be a south sea island b rig b ringing in 
copra, to take out cottons and idols; 
a Chinese Junk with fan-llke sails, b ack 
from an ex pedition after sharks’ livers?*, 
an old w’haler, which 
seemed to drip 
oil, b ack from a year of cruising In the 
arctic. Even the tramp wind Jammers 
were deep chested craft capab le of 
rounding the Horn or of clrcumnavi- j 
gating the glob e, and they came in 
streaked and picturesque from their 
long voyaging. 
In the orange colored dawn which 
always comes through the mists of 
that b ay the fishing fleet would crawl 
in under triangular lateen sails, for the 
fishermen of San Francisco b ay are all 
Neapolitans, who have b rought their 
costumes and their customs and sail 
with lateen rigs shaped like the ear 
of a horse when the w^ul fills them 
and stained an orange b rown. 
Along the water front the people of 
these craft met. 
“The .smelting pot 
of the races,” Stevenson called it, and 
this was always the city of his soul. 
There are b lack Gilb ert Islanders, al­ 
most Indistinguishab le from negroes; 
lighter Kanakas from Hawaii or Sa­ 
moa. Lascars in turb ans, thickset Rus­ 
sian sailors, wild Chinese with un­ 
b raided hair. Italian fishermen In tam- 
o’-shanters. loud shirts and b lue sashes; 
Greeks. 
Alaska 
Indians, 
little 
b ay 
Spanish Americans, together with men 
of all the European races. These came 
in and out from among the queer craft 
to lose themselves In the disreputab le, 
tumb ledown, b ut always mysterious, 
shanties and small saloons. 
In the 
b ack rooms of these saloons south sea 
island traders and captains, fresh from 
the lands of romance; whaling mas­ 
ters, people who were trying to get up 
treasure ex peditions, filib usters. Alas­ 
kan miners, used to meet and trade ad­ 
ventures. 
In the Haunts of Crime. 
The Barb ary Coast w'as a loud b it of 
hell. 
No one knows who coined the 
name. 
The place was simply three 
b locks of solid dance halls, there for 
the delight of the sailors of the world. 
On a fine b usy night every door b lared 
loud 
dance music from orchestras, 
steam pianos and gramophones, and 
the cumulative effect of the sound 
w’hich reached the street was at least 
strange. 
Almost anything might b e 
happening b ehind the swinging doors. 
For a fine and picturesque b undle of 
names characteristic of the place a 
police story of three or four years ago 
is typical. 
Hell b roke out In the Eye 
Wink dance hall. 
The troub le was 
started b y a sailor Rnowu as Kanaka 
Pete, who lived in the What Cheer 
House, over a woman known as Iodo­ 
form Kate. 
Kanaka Pete chased the 
man he had marked to the Little Sil­ 
ver Dollar, where b e turned and punc­ 
tured him. 
The b yproduct of his gun 
made some holes in the front of the 
Eye Wink, which were* proudly kept as 
souvenirs and w^ere prob ab ly there un­ 
til it went out in the fire. 
This was 
low life, the lowest of the low. 
Until the last decade almost any­ 
thing ex cept the commonplace and the 
ex pected might happen to a man on the 
water front. The cheerful industry of 
shanghaiing was reduced to a science. 
A stranger taking a drink in one of 
the saloons which hung out over the 
water might b e dropped through the 
floor into a b oat or he might drink with 
a stranger and wake In the forecastle 
of a whaler b ound for the arctic. Such 
an incident is the b asis of Frank Nor­ 
ris’ novel “Moran of the Lady Letty.” 
and. although the novel draws It pretty 
strong, it Is not ex ij^gerated. 
Ten 
years ago the police and the foreign 
consuls, 
working 
together, 
stopped 
this. 
Kearney street, a wilder and strau- 
> ger Bowery, was the main thorough­ 
fare of these people. An ex iled Cali­ 
fornian, mourning over the city of his 
heart, once said: 
“In half an hour on Kearney street I 
could raise a dozen men for any wild 
adventure, from (lulling down a statue 
to searching for the Cocos island treas­ 
ure.” 
This is hardly an ex aggeration. 
The^° are a few of the elements 
which made the city stranire and gave 
It the glamour of romance whiA has so 
strongly attracted such men as Steven­ 
son, Frank Norris and Kipling 
This 
lay apart from the regular life of the 
city, which was distinctive in itself. 
T..e Californian Is the second genera 
i tion of a picked and mix ed stock. Tb e 


merry, the adventurous, often the de» > 
perate, always the b rave, deserted the 
south and New England in 1849 to rush 
around the Horn or to try the perils of 
the plains. They found .there already 
grown old In the hands of the Span­ 
iards younger sons of hidalgos and 
many of them of the proudest b lood of 
Spain. To a great ex tent the pioneers 
Intermarried with Spanish women. In 
fact, ex cept for a proud little colony 
here and there, the old Spanish b lood 
is sunk in that of the conquering race. 
Then there was an influx of Intellectu­ 
al French people, largely overlooked in 
the histories of the early days, ami this 
Latin leaven has had its Influence. 
A Distinctive Ty pe. 
Brought up in a b ountiful country, 
where no one really has to work very 
hard to live, nurtured on adventure, 
scion of a free and merry stoek, the 
real native Californian is a distinctive 
tyf>e, as far from the easterner In psy­ 
chology as the ex treme southerner Is 
from the Yahkee. He Is easy going, 
witty, hospitab le, lovab le, inclined to 
b e unmoral rather than Immoral In his 
personal hab its and ab ove all easy to j 
meet and to know'. Ab ove all these is ; 
an art sense all through the populace, 
which sets it off from any other part of 
the country. This sense is almost Lat- j 
in in its strength, and the Californian 
• 
owes It to the leaven of Latin b lood. 
I 
With such a people life w-as always 
gay. 
If they did not show it ou the 
streets, as do the people of Paris, it 
was b ecause the winds made open 
cafes disagreeab le at all seasons of the 
year. The gayety went on indoors or 
out on the hundreds of estates that 
fringed the city 
It was noted for its 
restaurants. 
Perhaps for people who 
care not how they spend their mouey 
the very b est could not b e had there, 
b ut for $1, 75 cents, 50 cents. 25 cents 
or even 15 cents the restaurants afford­ 
ed the b est fare on earth at the price. 
The San Francisco French dinner 
and the San Francisco free lunch were 
as the Pub lic lib rary to Boston or the 
stock yards to Chicago. A numb er of 
causes contrib uted to this consumma­ 
tion. 
The country all ab out produced 
everything that a cook needs and that 
in ab undance—the b ay was an almost 
untapped fishing pound, the fruit farms 
came up to the very edge of the town, 
and the surrounding country produced 
in ab undance line meats, all cereals 
and all vegetab les. 
But the chefs who came from France 
In the early days and liked this land of 
plenty were the head and front of It 
They passed on their art to other 
Frenchmen or to the clever Chinese. 
Most of the French chefs at the b ig­ 
gest restaurants were l>orn in Canton, 
China. Later the Italians, learning of 
this country wThere good food is appre­ 
ciated, came and b rought their own 
style. 
Householders always dined out 
one or two nights of the week, and 
b oard inc houses were scarce, for the 
unattached preferred the restaurants. 
The eating was usually b etter than the 
surroundings. 
Marvelous Meals In Little Hotels. 
Meals that were marvels were served 
in tumb ledown little hotels. 
Most fa­ 
mous of all the restaurants was the 
Poodle Dog. There have b een no less 
than four restaurants of this name, 
b eginning with a frame shanty where 
In the early days a prince of French 
cooks used to ex change recipes for 
gold dust Each succeeding restaurant 
of the name has moved farther down­ 
town. and the recent Poodle 
Dog 
stands—or stood—ou the edge of the 
Tenderloin In a modem five story 
b uilding. 
And it typified a certain 
spirit that there was in San Francisco. 
For ou the ground floor was a pub lic 
restaurant where there was served the 
b est dollar dinner on earth. 
It rank­ 
ed with the b est, and the others wer > 
in San Francisco. 
Here, especially on 
Sunday night, almost everyb ody went 
to vary the monotony of home cooking. 
Every one who was any one in the 
town could b e seen there off and ou. 
It was perfectly respectab le, 
A man 
might take his wife 
and 
daughter 
there. 
On the second floor there were 
private dining rooms, and to dine there 
with one or more of the opposite sex 
was risque, b ut not especially terrib le. 
But the third floor, and the fourth 
floor, and the fifth! The elevator man 
of the Poodle Dog, who held the job for 
many years and never spoke unless 
spoken to. wore diamonds and was a 
heavy investor in real estate. 
A City That Never Slept. 
The city never wrent to b ed. 
There 
was no closing law, so that the saloons 
kept open nights and Sundays at their 
own sweet will. 
Most of them elected 
to remain open until 3 o’cloek in the 
morning ut least. 
Yet this restaurant 
life does not ex actly ex press the care­ 
less pleasure loving character of the 
people. 
In great part their pleasures 
were simple, inex pensive and out of 
doors. 
No people were fonder of ex ­ 
peditions into the country, of picnics— 
which mitrlit b e b rought off at almost 
any season of the year—and often long 
tours in the great mountains and for­ 
ests. 
And hospitality was nearly a 
vice. 
Centers oi hospitality’ were the club s, 
especially the famous Bohemian and 
the Family. 
The latter was an off­ 
shoot of the Bohemian, which had b een 
growing fast and vieing with the older 
organization tor the honor of entertain­ 
ing pleasing and distinguished visitors. 
“High society” in San Francisco had 
settled down,from the rather wild spir­ 
it of the middle period. 
It had come 
to b e there a good deal as It Is else­ 
where. 
There was much wealth, and 
the hills of the western addition were 
growing up with fine mansions. 
Out­ 
side of the city, at Burlingame, there 
w’as a fine country club centering a re­ 
gion of country estates which stretch- 
**d out to Menlo park. 
This club had 
a good polo team, which played every 
year with teams of Englishmen from 
! southern California and even 
with 
teams from Lionolulu.
